The superior quality of Canadian 
hard spring wheat is recognized by the 
United States millers. especially’ by 
operators. in the NorthWestern States 
Even at. the high rate of duty inposed 
by the Fordeny tariff, large quantities 
of Canadian wheat continue to pass 
over the border at Duluth to be used 
in improbing the quality of American 
flour. According to United States cus- 
toms. service reports, the importations 
of wheat at Duluth.amounted td 11,602, 
631 bushels in 1920; 8,763,687 bushels 
in 1921; 343,165 bushels in 1922; and 
1,010, 123 for the first eleven months 
of 1923, Even with the amount of Gan- 
adian wheat going into the Northwest- 
ern States, flour milling is not flour 
ishing. According to the Northwest- 
ern National Bank. Review, publjshed 
Minneapolis, flour’ mills in that state 
were in. December running at orie- 
half capacity or less, and. the output 
was bookéd almost entirely for dom- 
estic trade. In. contrast with this, the
